—Import policy for Compressors Air or gas portable or stationary 
but not being imported as an integral part of any spray painting or 
refrigerating or air-conditioning equipment or as component parts of 
any engine ( S . No. 33 -B/II), during October, 1961— March, 1062, 
licensing period. 

No. 113-ITC(PN)/61.—Attention of importers is invited to remark (iiiJ against 
S. No. 33-B/II in Section II to the current Red Book according to which not more 
than 50 per cent, of the face value of quota licences or Rs. 1,000 whichever is 
higher can. be utilised for import of Air Compressors. 

2. On a review of the position, it has been decided to impose a ban on the 
import of Air Compressors. Remark (iii) against S. No. 33-B/II. in the current 
Red Book may be deemed to have been substituted by the following remark: — 

“(iii) Quota licences issued for S. No. 33-B/II will not be valid for import 
of Compressors”.
